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Campaigners fight to stop demolition of historic signal box 

‘KEEP OUR RAIL 
HERITAGE SAFE’

CAMPAIGNERS in Banbury have 
launched their fight to save an his¬ 
toric signal box from demolition. 

Network Rail announced plans to tear 
down both the north and south boxes 
near Banbury station, as part of £76m 
upgrades to the rail network. 

But nearly 300 people have joined a 
Facebook group calling for the north 
box, which was built in 1901, to instead 
be turned into an education centre for 
railway enthusiasts. 

The two boxes, by Bridge Street, are 
scheduled to be removed when the ar¬ 
ea’s signalling system is upgraded in 
August and is moved from Banbury to 
the West Midlands. 

Banbury Civic Society chairman Rob 
Kinchin-Smith, who is part of the cam¬ 
paign, said: “To demolish one of the last 
remaining signal boxes on the Chiltern 
mainline seems ludicrous when it is in 
such pristine condition. 

“While Network Rail must ensure it 
realises ‘value for money’ in everything 
it does, we see no advantage in remov¬ 
ing a part of our railway heritage when 
it can bring such tangible benefits to the 
local community” 

Under the plans proposed by the cam¬ 
paign group the north box would be 
leased by Network Rail to a charitable 
trust which would be set up specifically 
to run it. 

The box would be turned into an edu¬ 
cation centre, to allow railway enthusi¬ 
asts to learn more about the history of 
the box and modern railway safety. 

The campaign, and its Facebook 
group, were set up at the beginning of 
February. 

Nathan Bignell, 22, helped create 
the group after working for operators 
Chiltern Railways at the station for 
work experience. 

The accountant from Banbury said: 
“The south box has had a lot of work 
done on it and is in good condition, but 
the north box is more authentic and has 
not been upgraded. 

“It looks like Network Rail is planning 
to scrap anything that they can use on 
another part of the network.

“We’ve already had a meeting with 
industry insiders who have given us 
their insight of what we can do. 

“The box is still up and operational, 
and because of its condition it should 
just not be demolished and left in a 
skip.” 

It is likely that the south box will 
need to be demolished when the track 
is realigned later this year. 

A public meeting will be held on 
Tuesday at Ye Olde Reindeer Inn in 
Parsons Street, starting at 7.30pm. 

The group are particularly inter¬ 
ested in meeting potential trustees, 
ex and current railway workers and 
those who could assist with funding. 

Another meeting will then be held 
between the group and Network Rail 
next month to discuss what could be 
done about the box.

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Typhoon jets blamed as sonic boom rocks county 


A PAIR of Typhoon jets leaving "in a 
hurry" were responsible for a "massive 
bang" felt across the county on Friday. 

Curious residents from Oxfordshire, 
Northamptonshire and Buckinghamshire 
took to social media instantly after the 
bang, which happened just after 4pm, to 
report hearing a sonic boom. 

It was soon confirmed that the noise, 
heard clearly across three counties, was 
caused by the sonic boom from two 
Typhoon jets leaving RAF Coningsby in 
Lincolnshire. 

The Ministry of Defence issued a 


statement, saying: "Quick reaction alert 
Typhoon aircraft were launched from RAF 
Coningsby to identify an unresponsive 
civilian aircraft. Communications were 
re-established and the aircraft has been 
safely escorted to Cardiff airport." 

Sara Chubb, media officer at RAF Brize 
Norton, said the jets were often at RAF 
Brize Norton but were at the Coningsby 
base on Friday. 

She said: "They go supersonic when they 
need to make a quick reaction, potentially 
for a government security reason." 

NPAS Benson's Twitter account also 


tweeted that the "explosion" was an 
"aircraft in a hurry" and the British 
Geological Survey's seismic reading 
showed a huge spike in activity around 
the same time. 

Gareth Williams, facilities manager at 
OPP in Cutteslowe, said he heard the 
bang. He said: "Initially I thought it was 
the door blowing shut, then checked that 
the shed hadn't fallen down and then 
checked the boiler hadn't blown up." 

The loud exploding noise alarmed many 
people, with some suggestions it could be 
an alien invasion or a bomb.

MP joins fight to raise 
cash for urgent repairs 
to St Mary’s Church

PARISHIONERS have 
been praying for the 
funds to repair their 
church since last year 
and now a politician is 
urging residents to help 
save it as well. 

Banbury MP Victoria 
Prentis visited St Mary’s 
Church in the town where 
she said she was appalled at 
the high level of decay in the 
roof, which could lead to the 
church’s collapse if it is not 
fixed. 

Damage to the roof of 
the 18th-century church in 
Horse Fair was first high¬ 
lighted in 2015, after it added 
to English Heritage’s “at 
risk” register in 2014. 

Ms Prentis said: “St Mary’s 
Church is the iconic building 
in Banbury and a huge part 
of the town’s history. 

“This is a moment of cri¬ 
sis and I hope that the town 
will pull together to help the 
church with it. 

“With costs mounting all 
the time, including scaffold¬ 
ing costs of more than £1,000 
a week, the eventual end cost 
of the project is unclear. 

“It is vital that as much 
money is raised as possi¬ 
ble before the beginning of 
June, to ensure that the roof 
coverings and organ can be 
reinstated this summer.” 

The church has already re¬ 
ceived a £100,000 Listed Plac¬ 
es of Worship Roof Repair 
Grant and £23,000 from gifts 
and grants, but the cost of re¬ 
pairing the roof has gone up 
and it is estimated another 
£60,000 is needed to complete 
the work. 

Churchwarden Camilla 
Finlay was thrilled that the 



church was able to begin a 
repair project but said the 
funds already raised for the 
works were not enough. 

She said: “An emergency 
appeal has been launched for 
an additional £60,000 to com¬ 
plete the essential work to 
stabilise the roof structure 
and protect the organ. We 
really need the support of 
the local community at this 
time.” 

The decayed roof tim¬ 
bers are directly above the 
church organ, which has 
already been moved to the 
aisle of the church, despite 
growing concerns about the 
condition of other roof sec¬ 
tions. 

Reverend Jeff West said he 
hoped the people of Banbury 
would support the church in 
the same way it had histori¬ 
cally supported them. 

He said: “St Mary’s is Ban¬ 
bury’s only Grade I listed 
building and is included on 
Historic England’s Heritage 
at risk register. 

“We need the support of 
the community to enable St 
Mary’s to continue to serve 
the people of Banbury.”

Living wage ‘crucial step’ in right direction - MP

CONSERVATIVE councillors in Ban¬ 
bury have promised improvements 
to safety and more affordable homes 
as part of their manifesto for next 
month’s local elections. 

The group has also pledged to en¬ 
courage more businesses to set up in 
the town centre, as well as promot¬ 
ing Banbury as a growing tourist and 
shopping destination. 

Banbury Conservatives leader Ki¬ 
eron Mallon said: “We can be proud 
of what the district and town councils 
have achieved for Banbury and its resi¬ 
dents in recent years.

In total the team chipped 73 


dogs, with about a dozen cat 
owners also taking advantage of 
the special offer. 

Graeme Larkin, from RSPCA 
Oxfordshire, said: “We were very 
busy and it was pretty full on. 

“It was far and away the busi¬ 
est day we have had microchip¬ 
ping in Oxfordshire. 

“It looks like people are finally 
waking up to the fact that this 
law has come in. 

“Luckily we had plenty of peo¬ 
ple out helping to marshal as we 
had the queue going around the 
car park.” 

The legislation has been in the 
pipeline for the past year, yet vet¬ 
erinary practices say they have 
received a massive rush of own¬ 
ers with their dogs in the past 
couple of weeks. 

Veterinary nurse Amanda Tud¬ 
hope, from the Hawthorne Lodge 
Veterinary Surgery in Banbury, 
said she thought mandatory mi¬ 
crochipping would benefit all 
dog owners. 

She said: “Microchipping dogs 
is very important because it 
means they can be returned to 


you if they get lost or run away. 
It only costs £9.95. 

“We recently had a dog that 
was bought into us and within 
moments we were able to scan it, 
find out its owner’s details and 
make contact with them and re¬ 
turn the dog.” 

Ms Tudhope said she would 
remind all dog owners to ensure 
their details were up-to-date so 
vets can ensure the safety of 
their pet. 

She said: “All dogs must still 
wear a collar and have a tag and 
it’s also very important that 
owners keep their details up-to- 
date on the system.” 

Dog owner Marian Dewar 
brought her 16-week-old Border 
Terrier Teddy into Hawthorne 
Lodge Veterinary Surgery in 
Banbury on Saturday and said 
she thought microchipping was 
brilliant. 

She said: “We’ve had cats that 
have gone missing in the past 
and they ended up in Witney but 
because they were microchipped 
we were able to be reunited with 
them.”

Cancer survivor’s hopes 
to raise £ 60 kfor charity 


60-year-old is fundraising 
with a celebrity golf match

FORMER cancer patient Mike 
Housley hopes to raise £60,000 
for research into the disease 
when he invites a team of ce¬ 
lebrities to play golf with him 
later this month. 

Two years ago the Bloxham resi¬ 
dent was diagnosed with diffuse 
large B cell lymphoma, a common 
form of non-Hodgkin lymphoma. 

After undergoing chemotherapy 
he is now in remission and is aim¬ 
ing to fundraise to support both 
cancer care at Oxfordshire hospi¬ 
tals and Action for A-T - the rare 
genetic disease Ataxia Telangiec¬ 
tasia (A-T) which can lead to se¬ 
vere disabilities from an early age. 

Since his diagnosis, the 60-year- 
old has been organising charity 
events to help reach his fundrais¬ 
ing target and, on Wednesday, 
April 27, will host his second ce¬ 
lebrity golf day at the Oxfordshire 
Golf Club near Thame. 

Mr Housley, of Banbury Road, 
said: “We’ve had a good reaction 
so far to the golf day, we’ve got 18 
teams to fill and with a few weeks 
to go we’ve only got two or three 


yet to finalise. The whole cam¬ 
paign has been fun, I’ve really en¬ 
joyed it and have met a lot of good 
people along the way.” 

The event will be hosted by for¬ 
mer world light heavyweight box¬ 
ing champion John Conteh. There 
will be a charity auction and din¬ 
ner in the evening with entertain¬ 
ment by comedian Aaron James. 

So far about £35,000 has been 
raised through last year’s golf day 
- hosted by former England rugby 
captain Jeremy Guscott - and a 
Halloween ball last October. 

Mr Housley, who founded Blox- 
ham-based marketing agency Cy- 
ance in 2007, will also be holding a 
60-mile charity cycle ride starting 
in Deddington on June 25. 

He added: “There have been 
some big advances in cancer cures 
and some of the early trials have 
been with non-Hodgkin lympho¬ 
ma which is very encouraging. It 
is important that we put all the 
resources into this that we can. 
A-T is a horrible illness and few 
people with it live beyond 18 or 19, 
there are some horrible symptoms 
as well. The doctors have said that 
the lymphoma could come back 
within five years but I’m not wor¬ 
ried. There are all these trials go¬ 
ing on at the moment and I was 
fortunate to get a cancer that is 
relatively curable.”

Bosnia conflict 
horror recalled 

A TELEVISION journalist from 
Banbury has returned from a trip to 
Bosnia which aimed to help remember 
the victims of the Balkan conflict 
during the 1990’s.

New homes plan could create 170 jobs 


MORE than 170 jobs could be 
created in Deddington if a new 
86-home building project goes 
ahead. 

Homebuilders David Wilson 
Homes is planning to build the 
new Deddington Grange 
development on land adjacent to 
Banbury Road, having first applied 
for planning permission back in 
2013. 

Of the 86 homes, about a third 
would be classed as affordable 
homes. 

David Wilson Homes Mercia 
senior sales manager, Steve 
Barton, said: "We have seen 
demand for new homes expand 
very quickly over the year and the 


new sites we are opening means 
there will be more choice for local 
buyers. 

"Plus this is good news for the 
local economy as in addition to the 
local construction jobs 
underpinned by building the new 
homes, the local people who move 
into the new housing will also 
spend their wages locally. 

"This means a significant boost 
for local retailers as well. It's 
exactly what this area needs." 

The homes are designed to help 
first-time buyers get on to the 
property ladder, through the 
Government's money-saving 
schemes. 

The development has previously 


come underfire from residents in 
Deddington concerned that the 
village would become too 
congested if the homes are built. 

The initial application for 85 
homes was rejected by Cherwell 
District Council's planning 
committee three years ago, but 
was overturned by the 
Government's Planning 
Inspectorate. 

Inspector Paul Crysell said he had 
reversed the decision because the 
district council had not yet 
finalised a local plan detailing 
where major housing estates 
would go. The homebuilder is also 
building 65 two, three, four and 
five bedroom homes at Adderbury.

THE art of modern warfare is 
no longer consigned to 
battlefields on the ground. 

Devastating missile attacks, 
pinpointed by drones, have 
allowed politicians to strike at 
the heart of supposed terrorist 
networks without having to 
stare into the whites of the 
enemies’ eyes. 

Yet with greater power comes 
crushing responsibility - all 
technology is prone to error and 
one misplaced explosion can be 
exploited as propaganda to 
intensify the cycle of violence. 

“Revolutions are fuelled by 
postings on YouTube,” observes 
one nervous politician in Eye In 
The Sky, an intelligent and 
timely thriller that asks if there 
is such a thing as acceptable 
collateral damage in the pursuit 
of global freedom. 

Gavin Hood’s nerve-racking 
film, tightly scripted by Guy 
Hibbert, doesn’t have the answer 
to that complex moral 
conundrum. 

Instead, events on screen put 
the characters - and us - 
through the emotional wringer 
as a joint American and British 
taskforce decides if the 
slaughter of one innocent child 
is a tolerable consequence of 
neutralising a jihadist cell. 

Eye In The Sky is dedicated to 
Alan Rickman. He delivers a 
tightly coiled performance as 
the go-between who needs 
political and legal assent before 
issuing his command. 

Helen Mirren is in equally 
imperious form while Aaron 
Paul exudes the anguish of a 
man wrestling with the 
consequences of defying orders. 

With the precision of a drone 
missile, Hood’s film begs 
uncomfortable questions about 
matters of life and death, when 
they can be distilled to the 


squeeze of a joystick trigger in 
an air-conditioned cubicle 
thousands of miles from the 
intended kill zone.

THE title of Ariel Vromen’s 
lumbering London-set thriller 
refers not only to Kevin 
Costner’s unhinged anti-hero, 
who has spent most of his life 
behind bars, but also to the 
film’s shocking waste of Oscar- 
calibre talent. 

Tommy Lee Jones and Gary 
Oldman are squandered in 
thankless supporting roles, 
slaves to a preposterous script 
penned by Douglas Cook and 
David Weisberg. 

None of the characters address 
why the CIA seriously considers 
a sociopath to be the perfect test 
subject for revolutionary 
memory-swap surgery. 

Nor is there a hint of a motive 
for a cyber terrorist who sets the 
ramshackle plot in motion by 
hacking the US military and 
threatening to take charge of its 
missile launching capabilities. 

Instead, we are repeatedly 
bludgeoned with scenes of 
graphic violence: heads and 
limbs slammed in vehicle doors, 
an innocent passerby set alight, 
and a customer at a coffee shop 
assaulted for speaking out of 
turn over his latte. 

The film opens shortly after 
CIA operative Bill Pope (Ryan 
Reynolds) has delivered hacker 
Jan Stroop (Michael Pitt) to a 
London safe house. 

The agent collects a black bag 
of money - a ransom to dissuade 
Stroop from selling his flash 
drive of US defence codes to the 
highest bidder. 

Before Pope can make the 
exchange, sadistic terrorist 
Hagbardaka Heimbahl (Jordi 
Molla) captures the American. 

The CIA man refuses to 
relinquish Stroop’s location and

their child being murdered, yet for 
Marcia and husband Lloydie, whose 
16-year-old son, Ryan, was stabbed 
to death, it is the reality that 
governs their lives.

£1 m not enough’ 


Campaigner ‘Mr Pothole’ 
slams ‘insignificant’ sum 
to fix county’s road issues

A ONE million pound fund to fix 
potholes in Oxfordshire has been 
criticised by campaigners as a 
“drop in the ocean” that will 
leave thousands more unfilled. 

The money should fix 20,000 
potholes, but this is likely to only 
cover major roads and leave 
others still plagued with the 
problem, it has been claimed. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
cabinet member for transport, 
David Nimmo Smith, said 
another £159m would be needed 
to bring roads up to an 
acceptable standard, plus an 
additional £20m each year to 
keep them that way 

Mark Morrell - known as Mr 
Pothole - said the money, 
announced last week as part of a 
£50m Department for Transport 
pot, would not make a significant 
impact. 

The campaigner visited Witney 
last year to highlight the state of 
the roads in David Cameron’s 
constituency ahead of the 
general election.

He said: “It will still lead to 
thousands of potholes in 
Oxfordshire being unfilled. It is 
all the local roads that suffer as 
well as lots of housing estates 
because main roads will be 
prioritised. 

“If the holes are unfilled they 
deteriorate further and then it 
becomes even more difficult to 
fix them. £lm is better than 
nothing but it is nowhere near 
enough.” 

MP for Banbury Victoria 
Prentis said the state of the 
county’s roads are a “great 
source of frustration” and 
welcomed the funding for 
improvements. 

Mrs Prentis said: “The state of 


our roads is often raised with me 
by local residents and remains a 
great source of frustration for 
drivers, myself included. 

“The rapid increase in 
population in North Oxfordshire 
means that there is greater 
demand than ever before for 
adequate infrastructure.” 

The so-called pothole action 
fund will see £50m handed to 
local authorities across England 
for the next five financial years. 

The government said the 
money would fix 19,547 potholes 
- a cost of roughly £50 for each 
hole. This would mean the 
amount of Oxfordshire potholes 
repaired could double, as the 
council fixed 20,000 without the 
fund in 2015-16. 

Mr Nimmo Smith said: “Every 
small amount of money is 
welcome but it is not enough and 
it never is enough. 

“We hope to be able to do more 
than just filling potholes; this 
money will release other cash 
that would have been put into 
potholes for general road 
maintenance. 

Mr Nimmo Smith added the 
new ‘dragon’ device deployed in 
the county - reported on by the 
Banbury Cake - would reduce 
the cost of fixing each individual 
pothole as it does a job that 
previously required a two-person 
crew and a lorry.

SEAT Leon Cupra 
290 a real monster 


IN THE history of mid-life up¬ 
dates, this is possibly the small¬ 
est you’ll ever have seen. No cos¬ 
metic revisions here - not even 
new alloy wheel designs. The 
only mechanical difference is a 
new exhaust system with lower 
back pressure and a 5.8kg weight 
saving. 

Performance-wise, you’ll have 
noticed the name is now Cupra 
290, and true to form it has lObhp 
more than the old one. A tweak 
in the engine management soft¬ 
ware delivers the nominal extra 
go, which comes hand-in-hand 
with a wider peak torque band. 
The full 2581b/ft is now put down 
between l,700rpm and 5,800rpm; 
50 and 500rpm improvements at 
either end. 

There’s also Full Link phone¬ 
pairing software, so whatever 
your phone, it should hook up to 
the system with a degree of in¬ 
ternet connectivity. 

Nothing changes with the ap¬ 
pearance because SEAT has hit 
on a winning formula. The Leon 
is its best-selling car, and it’s 
the first real international sales 
barnstormer the company has 
had this decade. It ain’t broke, 
so there’s no point fixing it. The 
change is the boot badge up¬ 
grade, to Cupra 290. 

From right now you can get the 
290 in three-door (and, most love¬ 
ly) SC, do-it-all five-door hatch

shapes. The ST has a couple of 
hundred litres more boot space 
than the 380-litre tub shared by 
the other two.

Younger car buyers _ 

Driving ambitions of Generation Y 


MANY younger buyers are 
viewing cars in a fundamentally 
different manner to their forebears 
in a way that could eventually lead 
to significant changes in the design 
and sale of cars, says car buying 
guide Glass's. 

Generation Y and those younger 
are learning to drive later, driving 
less when they do learn and might 
not see a car as a key to personal 
freedom in the traditional sense. 

Rupert Pontin, head of 
valuations, said: "For decades, 
there was a set pattern to the way 
most cars were bought and sold, 
which often simply started with 
boys pinning pictures of Porsches 
and Ferraris to the walls of their 


bedrooms. They learnt to drive at 
17 and then embarked on a fairly 
predictable upgrade ladder of car 
buying, starting with an old 
banger and working their way up 
to whatever model their eventual 
income allowed, perhaps 
eventually buying one of those 
exotic sports machines. 

"This has changed and, in some 
ways, it can be measured in the 
decline in popularity of those 
posters. Many people still have a 
genuine love of cars and they 
remain a status symbol but, for 
others, they are becoming seen 
less as a means to personal 
freedom and more as something 
like a domestic appliance. 


"For 'Generation Y' especially 
this is true. The aftermath of the 
recession means that these people 
probably have less money, and 
other priorities, than previous 
generations. Also, they are more 
likely to be living in urban areas 
and starting families later. Their 
car buying choices are highly 
pragmatic. To be clear, we believe 
that there will probably always be 
a place for highly engineered 
sports cars and other models that 
are very much about driving and 
being seen. But an increasingly 
large section of the car market will 
be dominated by cars that are 
fundamentally a very civilised form 
of transport."
